A posse took 
after him and for four days he hid in the 
mines, finally escaping.

MORGAN’S CUBAN RESOLUTION. 


sensing rore Oem, 
Senator Says No Agreement as to Ref- 
erence Has Been Arrived At. 

Washington, May 12.—In the senate to- 
day the sugar investigation of 1894 was 
recalled by the introduction of a resolr- 
tion by Mr. Allen reciting the circum- 
stances of the investigation, the refusal of 
Elverton R. Chapman to testify, his con- 
viction in the courts as a contumacious 
witness,’and the present efforts toward his 
pardon, 

The resolution proposes that Chapman 
be brought to the bar of the senate to 
purge himself of contumacy 43 a pre- 
requisite to pardon. 

Mr. Allen sought to secure immediate ac- 
tion on the resolution but it went over on 
objections from Mr. Gallinger, of New 
Hampshire, and Mr. Hoar, of Massachu- 
setts. 

The latter criticised the resolution as 
giving away the authority of the senate 
and said he would propose an amendment 
with a view to having Chapman punished 
unless he purged himself of contempt, with- 
out reference to the question of pardon. 
The consideration of the resolution will be 
in order tomorrow. 

Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, made a state- 
ment relative to his resolution on Cuba. 
He said the committee on foreign relations 
at a meeting today had considered the ques- 
tion of referring the resolution to the com- 
mittee and had not reached an agreement. 
The committee desired, however, that the 
resolution go over until noon tomorrow with 
a view of having a statement of facts laid 
before the senate at that time. On Mr. Mor- 
gan’s motion the resolution went over. un- 
til tomorrow. 

A resolution by Mr. Butler, populist. 
of North Carolina, requesting the 
president for information relative to the 
sale of the Union Pacific railroad, was 
presented and went over. The senate then 
took up the calendar and passed bills as 
follows:

granting to Montana 56.00 acres of land 
in aid of an asylum for the blind: appro- 
priatinge $174.000 to Charles P. Chouteau 
for extra work on the iron-clad Etlah;

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ALL AUGUSTA IS 
AGAINST LYONS 


Women of the City Join the Request 
for His Rejection. 


PETITION TO THE PRESIDENT 


Copy Has Also'Been Forwarded to 
Mrs. McKinley. 


IT MAY PROVE:EXCEEDINGLY EFFECTIVE 


Ministers and Merchants Have Protest- 
ed Against the Naming of a 
Negro Postmaster. 


— 


Augusta, Ga, May .12.—(Special.)—Noth-- 


ing could be more unfounded than the 
statement that there is no hostility here 
to the appointment of Lyons as postmaster 
at Augusta. 

There is absolutely no circle—commer- 
cial; professional, religious or social—in 
which there is not unanimous opposition 
to his appointment, as can be easily dem- 
onstrated by reference to the protests that 
are on file with the president and the post- 
master general in Washington. 

Protests have been made in the form of 
formal resolutions unanimously adopted by 
the Cotton exposition and chamber of com- 
merce, in the form of petitions, signed by 
the leading ministers of the city, taking 
the position that it wceuld be suicidal to 
the negroes’ best interests in the com- 
munity, signed by the wholesale mer- 
chants, signed by the insurance men of 
Augusta, signed by the Retail Grocers’ 
Association and various other organiza- 
tions. 

Nothing could more strongly demonstrate 
the genuine hostility to his appointment 
that exists than the following petition, 
signed by a hundred or two of the leading 
women of Augusta—ladies who have not 
the slightest connection with politics, and 
who never before in.erested themselves 
in securing or defeating a political ap- 
pointment. 

Women and Their Voices. 

Their petition to the president reads as 
follows: 

“The mortifying intelligence has been 
brought to our attentiwu tnrough the pa- 
pers of the city that your exceHency is 
considering the name of a colored man for 
postmaster at Augusta. We do not know 
anything about the fitness of the applicant: 
we only know that it would be peculiarly 
unpleasant to the white women of this 
city whose business calls them to the post- 
office that’ a colored man should be™ in 
charge thereof. 

“We pray that your excellancy may con- 
sider the wishes of the women of the city 
and not place one of that race in charze 
of the postoffice. This petition is actuated 
by no desire to advance the interests of 
any candidate, but simply to add our 
prayerful request that this humiliation 
may not be put upon us.’’ 

Copies of this petition were sent to the 
president, to Mrs. McKinley, to the post- 
master general and others, simply to illus- 
trate the hostility to Lyons’s appointment 
from the racial point of view, and remov- 
ing it from the question of any advocacy 
of another candidate. 

Than this petition of the ladies, the petl- 
tion of ministers; hundreds of private let- 
ters that have been written by individuals; 
the disinterested activity manifested by a 
prominent merchant like Mr. M. E. Mac- 
caulay, who has no relative in the city, but 
who has got up one petition afler an- 
other, nothing could be more convincing.

CUBAN QUESTION 
GATHERS LIFE 


Foreign Relations Committee Considered 
Cuban Resolution Yesterday. 


LIVELY SCENE AT 
~ COOPER'S TRIAL 


Judge Longley and Tom Watson Have 
a Lively Tilt. 


FACTS WILL NOW BE KNOWN |SPECTATORS GREW EXCITED 


Republicans on the Committee Do Not 
Want To Act Hastily. 


QUESTION, THEY SAY, IS A SERIOUS ONE 


Sub-Committee Had a Long Confer- 
ence with Secretary Sherman 
Last Night. 


Washington, May 12.—The committee on 
foreign icletions did not conclude ils con- 
sideration of the Cuban resolution today. 

It will reet tomorrow at 10 o’clock, but 
the sub-committee consisting of Senators 
Davis, Foraker and Morgan, which was 
given access to the Cuban reports now held 
at the etate department, will probably ask 
for further time before submitting their 
ideas to the full committee. 

The subcommittee was unable to go 
through all the reports that have been re- 
ceived frora Consul General Lee and other 
consuls and officers In Cuba. At the mect- 
ing tomorrow it is possible that Senator 
Morgan will consent to have the resolu- 
tion now pending in the senate to go over 
without prejudice until the committee can 
make its report. 

It is intended that all the reports of 
consuls shall be sent to the senate, but 
the senate committee will select certain 
documents bearing on the condition of af- 
fairs in the island and on these make its 
recommendctions and report. 

This report will generalize the situation 
without making public such matters as the 
state department officials and the commit- 
tee think would be prejudicial to persons 
on the islerd. 

One member of the committee who had 
listened to the summary of the reports in 
the department, said that a very serious 
condition existed in Cuba, and that the in- 
quiry now being made by the committee 
would result in bringing to light the Seent 
facts. 

Some strictures were passed upon mem- 
bers of the foreign relations committee, 
who about a year ago voted for a resolu- 
tion similar to the one pending, and who 
now ask for time to consider the matter 
with more deliberation. 

Speaking of this criticism, Chairman Da- 
vis, of the foreign relations committee, 
sald: 

“At the time the former resolution was 
reported, Gomez was at the head of a 
large army in the eastern end of the island, 
and Maceo was at the head of another armv 
in the west. They could march from one 
end of Cuba~to- the SGilier. Campos had 
been defeated in a great battle and was 
shut up within solid fortifications and con- 
fined to a small territory around Havana. 

“Everyone knew that a state of war ex- 
isted. That was a year ago. Great changes 
have since taken place. Maceo is dead, and 
his army dispersed. Gomez is at the head 
of but a small force, certainly it is no such 
army 2s was reported then. There are con- 
flicting statements as to the strength of the 
insurgents and the control which Spain 
has over the island. It is right and proper 
that the facts that have since reached the 
state department should be laid before the 
senate and the committaee so that intelli- 
gent action can be had.” 

Mr. Davis says the sympathy with the 
struggling Cubans is as great as ever. 

The republicans of the committee do not 
feel justified in pushing the administra- 
tion until it has had time to act. Ty has 
been pointed out that only two months have 
elapsed since the adminstration came into 
power, and it has scarcely ..au time to take 
up and consider so important a matter as 
that which has been presented. 

Situation Is Interesting. 

The pending resolution, unlike a joint res- 
olution,. will require the executive either to 
approve or disapprove of it. 

This being the case, the republican sen- 
ators feel that§they should act in concert 
with the president. It is not believed that 
in case the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee find, upon a thorough examination 
of the reports in the state department that 
the resolution is justified, that any effort 
will be made to prevent its passage. 

Members of the committee on foreign re- 
lations feel that the question which con- 
fronts the senate is serious, and any action 
that is taken by the semate will have great 
weight with the administration. ‘In case 
tthe resolution should pass beth senate 
and house, there is no reason to believe it 
would not be approved, and that the Unit- 
ed States government would thereafter con- 
duct itself on the lines which it lays down. 

Tonight the sub committee met Secretary 
Sherman at the latter’s house and had a 
long conference with him. The suggestion 
is advanced that the president will be in- 
clined to wait for a report from Mr. Cal- 
houn, who left Saturday for Havana, before 
making known definitely his views. 

Mr. Calhoun went to Cuba primarily to 
investigate the cause attending the death 
of Dr. Ruiz, but it is believed that the 
president will expect him to report gener- 
@lly as to affairs on the island so far as 
his observation goes, and that Mr. Cal- 
houn’s conclusions will have some weight 
in determining the president’s action. 

Assistant Secretary Day, of the state de- 
partment, was at the white house tonight, 
and spent some time with the president. 

Calhoun Is in Cuba. 

Havana, May 12.—William J. Calhoun, 
the special commissioner appointed by 
President McKinley to investigate the 
death of Dr. Ricardo Ruiz, arrived to- 
day.

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Longley Charged Watson with Pre- 
paring Cooper’s Statement. 


AFTERWARDS RETRACTED AND APOLOGIZED 


Watson Asked the Court To Order a 
Mistrial—Jury Will Have Case 
After Hill and Watson Speak. _ 


LaGrange, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)—The 
argument in the Cooper case went on all 
day long without interest save the oratori- 
cal display of the speakers, until about 3:30 
o’clock in the afternoon, when Judge Long- 
ley was speaking. He told the jury that 
“When Watson asked for ten or fifteen 
minutes’ time on yesterday as the state 
closed, that he might save the court sev- 
eral hours if allowed that time for consw- 
tation, you 6aw Cooper and his counsel go 
up stairs. It was up there where the de- 
fendant’s statement was arranged, and he 
was drilled as to what to say.”’ 

Watson sprang to his feet Hke a flash, 
dramatically exclaiming: 

“You've got no right to say that, and I 
ask the court to stop you and rebuke you 
and order a mistrial. In point of fact, what 
you state is not the truth.” 

This scene created some little applause, 
and a populist. shouted: ‘“‘That’s right.” 

Judge Longley retracted what he said, 
begged Colonel Watson’s pardon, antl 
peace reigned again, but not for a. great 
While. As Watson sat down he exclaimed: 

“Hang my client if you can legally, but 
not illegally.’’ 

In a very few minutes afterwards Judge 
Longley said: e 

“Gentlemen of the jury, I want to say 
right here to you—and as for that matter, 
before these ladies, too—this kissing bus- 
iness has been going on for @ long time, 
and it’s going to continue, and if people 
have to be killed for it, you had as well 
commence with Tom Watson.” 

Some fellow in the audience, doubtless 
@ young man who, evidently, from the tone 
of his voice, liked the judge’s argument, 
gave a yell that created consternation. 

Judge Harris felt greatly outraged at 
such proceedings and ordered the sheriff 
to arrest the party and bring him before 
him that he might deal with him according 
as such conduct demanded. The house was 
packed with people, and Sheriff Henderson 
was unable to find his man. 

Today’s crowd has’far exceeded the crowd 
of yesterday and the days before. The 
courtroom will not begin to hold them, and 
besides those at the windows, on boards, 
scaffolds, ect., men and boys are actually 
climbing the shade trees that they may 
see into the windows and know what is 
going on. 

The morning. hours were taken up with 
the speeches of Colonel William J. Samford, 
for the defense, and Solicitor General T. 
A. Atkinson, for the state. The afternoon, 
by Hon. J. H. Pittman, for the defense, 
and Judge Longley, for the state. Solicitor 
Cc. D. Hill and Watson will speak tomorrow, 
Watson having the conclusion. 

The sensation for tomorrow will perhaps

BY-MINISTER ROASTS MINISTER 


SANNINO SAYS LUZZATI HUMIL- 
IATED ITALY. 


Wild Scene in Chamber of Deputies. 
Was Bitter and Violent and Left 
Bad Impression. 


London, May 12.—The Rome correspond- 
ent of The Times says: A fierce storm 
arose in the chamber of deputies today 
(Wednesday) during the discussion of the 
financial proposals of the government. 
Signor Sannino, who was minister of the 
treasury in the last Crispi cabinet, inter- 
rupted Signor Luzzatti, the present minis- 
ter of the treasury, and accused him of 
having degraded the army and humiliated 
the country. 

The Marquis di- Rudini, the premier, 
shouted: “It was you who led the country 
to disaster and you are responsible. I pro- 
test against what you are saying, and as 
premier I have the right to be respected.” 

Signor Sannino retorted: “Your conduct 
since the disaster has been fisgraceful.” 

The premier, visibly agitated, shouted: 
“Then my disgrace is my glory.” 

General uproar ensued, in the midst of 
which a deputy shouted at the top of his 
voice to Signor Sannino: “This is your 
gratitude after escaping impeachment.” 

The whole scene was bitter and violent 
and has produced a painful impression.

MERRITT VETOES — 
ROMEVN'S CHARGE 


Refuses To Order Courtmartial for 
Lieuls, O'Brien and Bamford, 


URDER RECEIVED AT THE POST

Comes to Major Charles Porter, In 
Command of Fifth Regiment 


GIVES REASONS FOR HIS DECISION 


Says O’Brien Charges Were Inspired 
by Personal Spite and the Charge 
Against Bamford Is No 
Subject for Military 
Inquiry. 


The tedium of army life at Fort Me- 
Pherson will not be relieved by another 
sensational courtmartial until the seeds of — 
& new crop of army trouble are sown. 

Ideutenant O'Brien, accuser of Captain 


Romeyn, and Lieutenant Bamford, a lead- 


ing actor in the incidents leading up to the 
Romeyn trial, will not be arraigned on 
the charges preferred against them by 
Captain Romeyn. 

General Wesley Merritt, commanding offi- 
cer of the army of the east, has declined 
to entertain the charges and has turned 
them down with a dectsive veto written 
across their front. An.order containing 
his emphatic decision in the matter is in 
the hands of Major Charles Porter, com- 
mamnding officer in charge at Fort McPher- 
som. This order came down from Govern- 
or’s island, where General Merritt is sta- 
tioned, two days ago, and has been the 
talk of the barracks at Fort McPherson 
since its arrival. | 

The order cuts off two promising courts- 
martial @ad rings the curtain down on 
the sensations which have sprung up thick 
and fast at the army post within the past 
few weeks. The public generally has been 
of the belief that the charges preferred by 
Captain Romeyn would be entertained and 
that both of the officers would be cited 
to appear for trial before a specially or-— 
dered court. These trials promised to be 
even more replete with sensations than the 
record-breaking trial which has just ended, 
but General Merritt has entered a vigo- 
rous denial to the request or charges. 

The essenca of the refusal is that the 
charges were not preferred for the good 
of the army service, but merely as a result 
of personal feeling. Only charges preferred 
for the good of the services are ever enter- 
tained. Military tribunals never, as General 
Merritt states are used as vehicles for the 
gratification of personal spite. 

The Order and the Reasons. 

Major Charles Porter received General 
Merritt’s order very promptly, the charges 
forwarded by Captain Romeyn being speed- 
ily passed upon, 

Stated in a general way, the charges 
egainst O’Brien were conduct unbecoming 
an officer and drinking, which embraced a 
large number of specifications. The charg s 
recite alleged bad conducet of a very dam- 
aging and aggravated nature. 

In his order passing upon these charges, 
General Merritt states that these charges 
were the outgrowth of personal spite. The | 
commander states that military tribunals 
cannot properly be made vehicles of pri-° 
vate spite or a spirit of revenge. 

The charge against Lieutenant Banford 
was that of conduct unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman, in that he had spoken 
untruthfully and without proper respect 
regarding his engagement with Miss Nina 
Romeyn, Captain Romeyn’s daughter. 

In passing upon these charges General. 
Merritt said that they were not a fit sub- 
ject for military inquiry, and it was felt 
that nothing but the physical condition of 
Captain Romeyn could account for his ever 
proffering such charges for investigation by 
courtmartial. 

In such manner were the charges brought 
summarily to an end and two prospective 
courtsmartial nipped in the bud just at 
a time when they promised to flower forth 
with vigor. 

How the Order Was Received. 

The order was received at the fort with 
surprise, regret or satisfaction, according 
to the personal bias of the officers hearing 
the news. Some were disappointed; others 
giad. | 

Of course the news came as a matter of 
deep gratification in the camps. of Lieu- 
tenants O’Brien and Bamford, by whom’ it 
cannot be otherwise than regarded as a 
first victory. It is reeasied as a distinct 
turn-down for one e of his case and 
may be taken by many as an indication 
of the manner fn which the charge against 
him are regarded by the military court. 

Lieutenant O’Brien feels that the action 
of General Merritt in a sense justifies his 
course in the case. He states that what

The streets on either side 
were thronged with people while every 
window in the Armstrong hotel was tested 
to its utmost capacity. 

After inspection the knights made a short 
parade, but soon repaired to the Masonic 
Tempie, when a short secret session Was 
held. Afier this an elegant lunch was 
gerved at the temple, to which a few 
guests were invited. ' 

At 3 o’clock a session of the grand lodge 
was held and at 4 Mr. and Mrs. Martin 
Graham tendered the Knights a brilliant 
recept.on. 

Tonight at 8 o’clock Sir John Shannon 
delivered a most eloquent address at the 
First Baptist church. The church was 
crowded to the doors and Mr. Shannon's 
speech was very impressive.

More Imposing Parade Never Seen in 
the South. 


CALEBRATION OF ST. TAMINA’S DAY 


Exercises in the Auditorium on the 
Exposition ~Grounds—Address 
of Great Incohonee Daniel. 


Nashville, Tenn.. May 12.—(Special.)— 
Nashville is in the hands of the Red Men 
today. The great chiefs, warriors and 
braves have had the freedom, of the city 
and the keys to Tennessée’s Centennial. 
A more imposing secret society parade has 
never been witnessed in the south and th 
Improved Order of Red Men is the saad 
Of Nashville tonight. 

This is St. Tamina’s day with the Red 
Men, and all over America the order is 
ceiebrating the anniversary of its patron 
saint. 

The Red Men of Tennessee for some time 
have been making preparations to celebrate 
the day in an imposing and creditable man- 
ner and their success has far exceeded 
their anticipations., 


At 645 this morning Judge Robert F. 


Daniel, the great incohonee of the United | 


States, and. about thirty braves and war- 
riors, arrived from Atlanta in a private 
car, which had been provided by the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis raiiroad 
to the distinguishéd orator of the day and 
his. escorts. 

The party was met at the train by a 
committee and escorted to the hotel, where 
rooms had been engaged, 

At 10 o’clock the procession: formed and 
began their march through the streets of 
Nashville. There were about 2,000 in the 
line of march, 500 in front on horesback 
riding in single file and gayly dressed in 
handsome costumes. Then foliowed a long 
line of carriages; after the carriages came 
a great number of bicycles and then a 
number on foot. The line was about one 
mile in length and as it passed through 
the principal streets it was hailed on 
all. sides with manifestations of pleasure 
and approval. 

The procession reached the grounds at 
high noon and marched into the auditori- 
um, where seats had been reserved, The 
large auditorium, capable of seating about 
4,000 people, was packed. 

The Great Incohonee Speaks. 

After music by a splendid band, Judge 
Daniel, of Griffin, Ga., the great incohonee, 
was introduced and made a magnetic, elo- 
quent speech that caught and captivated 
the immense audience. He said: 

“Grateful should every true American 
feel today that Tennessee, after a century 
of happy wedded life, celebrates the an- 
niversary today with joy and gladness, and 
builds in eommemoration of the happy 
event this matchless Centennial City, that 
Shall live in the hearts and minds of the 
people as long as yon rich hills stand as 
monuments to the integrity of your sons 
and your crystal rivers reflect the beautiful 
image of your fair daughters. 

“By this act you demonstrate to the worid 
the welcome fact that you love your coun- 
try and that you are loyal to this flag, 
the common heritage of a happy united 
people. 

“And as its graceful folds float over us 
today, kissed by the breezes of our beauti- 
ful southland, we should rejoice in the con- 
templation that we have the fairest and 
richest domain on earth, the bonniest flag 
that floats under heaven, the freest and 
happiest people on the globe, and the best 
government the world ever saw. 

“Tennessee should be proud of this Cen- 
tennial and the genius who conceived it 
and the master mind that developed it 
deserve the commendation of a grateful 
people, for the broad seope upon which 
it was planned and the successful way in 
which it has been completed shows the lib- 
erality of your people, the wonderful re- 
sources of your great state, and its benefi- 
cial result will descend as a rich legacy to 
your children. 

“Many secret societies will enter these 


{gates and: participate in the celebration 


f this centennial, but it was especially 
appropirate that the first to participate in 
these events should be the Improved Order 
of Red Men, by reason of the intimate 
and close relationship this order had with 
the establishment and maintenance of the 
government.” 

The speaker then graphically told how 
the Improved Order of Red Men had de- 
scended from the sons of liberty through 
the Saint Tamina societies and the society 
of Red Men until it was reorganized more 
than sixty years ago under its present 
name.

“2. That any modification of the act to 
regulate commerce intended to confer ad- 
ditional powers, privileges or exemptions 
upon carriers engaged in interstate com- 
merce, or persons acting for or under them. 
is hereby disapproved, unless such modifi- 
cations shall have been recommended by 
the commission created by said act and 
therein charged with the duty of executing 
and enforcing the privileges thereof. 

‘“’. That a copy of this resolution, at- 
tested to by the secretary and chairman of 
this convention, be transmitted to the sen- 
ate of the United States and to the house 
of representatives of the United States.”

court would not be dismissed until it had 
cleared up all the trials in sight. | 
Why an Order Was Made. 

But this order came for an entirely differ- 
ent reason and one which has never yet 
been explained. 

It will be remembered that fn the trial 
Captain Romeyn used some very strong 
terms in his conduct of the case, terms 
which applied to Lieutenant O’Brien. At 
the instance of the court Lieutenant O Brien 
filed additional charges against Captain 
Romeyn, which embraced the offenses com- 
mitted before the courtmartial. When these 
charges were forwarded an order came 
from the headquarters instructing the 
courtmartial to remain here until further 
orders. This order-was issued to permit the 
court to investigate these additional 
charges against Captain Romeyn while they 
were investigating the original charges. 

Later orders came to the effect that these 
charges might be considered under the 
head of the original alleged offense, it 
being but, as stated, a “‘ooarser aggrava- 
tion” of the same offense. So it came 
about that what occurred before the court 
was given whatever weight it had against 
Romeyn. 

At the time the court was ordered to 
remain here the charges against Bamford 
and O’Brien had not even been sent from 
Fort McPherson and the war department 
had no official cognizance of their éxist- 


ence. 


An End of Trouble. 

This practically ends the season of trou- 
ble at Fort McPherson so far as any public 
manifestation of it wili be made. The so- 
cial relations at the fort are, naturaily, 
very much strained as a consequence of 
the attitude taken by various officers and 
their wives in the trial of Captain Romeyn. 
Several officers and thear wives testified in 
a manner construed as unfavorable to the 
O’Briens, while others testified in their 
favor. This had the result of breeding 
strong factions in the vost and every of- 
ficer and his wife at the fort, almost with- 
out exception, is a partisan. 

Friends of Lieutenant O’Brien . declare 
that he has the overwhelming sentiment 
of the fort on his side and that the sympa- 
thy there is all with him. An. Officer at 
the fort yesterday declared that all save 
three families at the post were strongly 
in favor of Lieutenant O’Brien’s side of 
the affair. This officer siated that Captain 
Romeyn’s actions in the case had been con- 
strued by several as an unsoldierly perse- 
cution of a lady and tnat the captain had 
dragged into this trial issues that did not 
belong in it.

‘he real issue in this case Was SO Ov- 
scured,” said he, ‘“‘that the pubiic lost Sight 
of it. Captain Romeyn was pcan “A 
certain charges; Mrs. O’Brien was not 0n 
trial, as a great part of the public ap- 
peared to think. 

“Incidents and issues entirely fereign to 
the real facts involved were dragged in 
and matters were made mortifylog to the 
post. The engagement of Miss Romecyn 
with Lieutenant Bamford was made to 
play a conspicuous role in the trial. it had 
no business in the trial at ail. 

“Lieutenant O’Brien remained 
while all these disagreeable things were 
going on. He made no eomplaint; he said 
nothing. He acted the part of a dignified 
soldier throughout, never once losing his 
head and always showing the highest re- 
gard for military discipline. On the other 
hand Captain Romeyn iost his head fre- 
quently and acted in a mianner and used 
language of a most unsoldierly kind. This 
made its impression on the court. 

“The officers of the court never once lost 
sight of the issue, even though the public 
did make this mistake. They have weigh- 
ed the case entirely upon the facts adduced 
and there is not the slightest doubt 
that Captain Romeyn has been found 
guilty. There could be no other firding 
under the evidence.” 

The strained condition of affairs will 
make itself uncomfortably felt tomorrow 
evening, when one of the regular post hops 
is billed to occur. It cannot be otherwise 
than that the partisanship which has been 
publicly shown on the part of many at the 
post will be man'fested. There will be 
many ‘“‘cuts’’ at the hop, it is thought. 

What will the Verdict Be? 

It.is said at Fort McPherson that the 
verdict will not be received this week. It 
is deciared that the testiraony embraces 
over 500 pages of typewritten matter and 
that this huge volume must be gone 
through with by the reviewing officer. This 
cannot possibly be accomplished and the 
verdict issued before the first of next week, 
the officers state. No one expecis a ver- 
dict before next week. : 

Opinion is divided as to what this verdict 
will be, although a great many believe 
that it will be guilty. Mardly any of those 
who belicve it will be guilty are of the 
opinion, however, that Romeyn will be dis- 
missed from the army. His long and hon- 
orable service will serve nim in good stead 
in the consideration of whatever punish- 
ment, if any, is to be meted cut to him.

Captain H. H. Carlton Appointed To Take 
Charge of the Company. 


WHAT LED TO THE FAILURE 


Petition Alleges That Past Due Claims 
Are Unpaid. 


HEAVY LOSSES IN SYLVANIA HURT IT 


Policy-Holders Became Alarmed and 
“Have Been Rapidly Canceling 
Their Policies. 


Athens, Ga., May 12..—(Speclal.)—The Ath- 
ens Mutual Fire Insurance Company is 
in the hands of a receiver. 

Captain H. H. Carlton was named by 
Judge John C. Hart as receivér, and took 
charge this afternoon. The~papers were 
presented to Judge Hart, owing to the 
absence of Judge Hutchins from the cir- 
cuit, and the hearing of the case was set 
for May 22d at Lawrenceville before Judge 


Hutchins. 

The petitioners asking for the reeiver are 
Inman, Smith & Co., Butler & Stevens, the 
Savannah Grocery Company and M. A, 
O’Byrne and J. A.. Anderson, receivers for 
the Southern Mutual Building and Loan 
Association, of Atlanta, these parties hold- 
ing past due claims on the company un- 
paid. 

The causes alleged for the failure of 

this company are several. The heavy losses 
recently in Sylvania set the company back 
seriously. Then the construction placed 
upon cards and articles written by the 
comptroller general of the law governing 
mutual insurance companies in Georgia has 
brought about trouble for the Athens Mu- 
tual. 
The policy holders have become alarmed 
and have beén rapidly canceling their pol- 
icies, claiming the right to do 80, which 
is denied by the petitioners for a receiver. 
More than 200 policies have thus been can- 
celed in thé last two months, and return 
premiums have been paid back to the 
amount of more than $2,000. 

In the petition for a receiver ft {is al- 
leged that $4,000 in claims is past due and 
unpaid, and that there is no money in 
the treasury with which to pay them, that 
the company holds a claim of $900 against 
the Manufacturers’ Insurance Company, 
of Atlarta, now in the hands of a receiver; 
that a claim of $300 is held against the 
Mechanics’ Mutual, of Atlanta, also in the 
hands o1 a receiver; thar a deposit is in 
the Fidelity bank, of Atlanta, to the 
amount of $350 and that institution is in 
the hands of a receiver; that some $3,300 
is in the hands of the agents of the com- 
pany, scattered all over Georgia, some gar- 
nished and much difficult to cotlect; and 

, the company Is insolvent. 
ere a Neaaiaeel is also made that the com- 
pany has only four directors, where nine 
are required, and that it has no president. 

The Athens Mutual Insurance Company 
was organized in Athens over @ year ago. 
The officers selected were Atlanta Men, 
and while under the charter the home office 
was in Athens, the business was transacted 
at the Atlanta offices. 

A few weeks since the Atlanta offices 
were clo and at the annual meeting of 
the policynolders held in Athens an at- 
tempt at reorganization of the company 
was made. , 

The president resigned and Mr. F. W. 
‘Lucas, of this city, was elected to that 
office, but declined to serve. So for several 
weeks the company has been without an 
official head. 

Only four directors are now in office, 
whereas nine are required under the char- 
ter of the company. The affairs of the 
company were in such a shape that a re- 
ceivership was inevitable and it came. 

The friends of the company attribute its 
misfortunes largely to the welfare waged 
on mutual companies by the Southern 
Tariff Association. 

Receiver Carlton will proceed at once 
to wind up the affairs of the company.

Between the curve of the Macedonian 


frontier of the mountains of Khassia and am

“A BILL AND A POISONED DOG 


in a Sensation Yesterday Af- 
ternoon, 


MAS. PRUDENCE RALSTON COMPLAINANT 


She Charges That W. A. Cones Assault- 
ed Her Because She Demanded 
Room Rent. 


An unpaid bill, a poisoned dog, an ih- 
 @ignant landlady and an obstinate renter 
Were the leading ingredients in a very 
lively row at No. 4 West Cain street yes- 
terday afternoon about half past 4 o’clock, 
and it became necessary to call in the po- 
lice before thé disturbance was over. 

The affair was quite exciting while it 
lasted, and of a decidedly interesting char- 
acter on account of the prominence of the 
parties concerned. 

It was some time after 4 o'clock when 
the telephone at the police barracks rang 
and a woman’s voice exclaimed excitedly: 
’ “Send a police officer to No. 43 West Cain 
Street quick. A man is trying to beat a 
woman to death.’’ 

Call Officers Jolly and Crusselle hurried 
to the place and found Mrs. Prudence Rol- 
ston in tears. She'told the officers that Mr, 
W. A. Cones had beaten her because she had 
insisted upon his paying his room rent. 
Cones had left the house and he was found 
some two or three blocks away. He was 
taken in charge by the officers and carried 
to the police barracks, where he gave bond 
for his appearance in the recorder’s court 
this afternoon. To the officers he denied 
that he had struck his landlady. 

-That there had been a very lively row 
in the house everybody admitted, but those 
interested give a different version of the 
affair. All parties agreed that the board 
bill and a dead dog, or a dog alleged to 
be dead, were the direct causes that led 
up to the unpleasantness, ' 

Mrs. Rolston’s Version. 

A Constitution reporter calied at No. @ 
West Cain street and was received by Mrs. 
Prudence Rolston. She. was still greatly 
excited and gave her account of the trou- 
ble in a trembling voice. She deeply re- 
gretted the whole affair, and especially the 
unpleasant notoriety which it involved. 

“This is how the whole matter took 
place,”’ she stated, “for if the affair is to 
be published I wish it to be placed in a 

proper light before the public. Mr. Cones 
rented two rooms from me one month ago, 
-_for which he was to pay $250 a week in 
advance. He paid for the first two weeks, 
but owed me for the third and fourth 
- weeks. I asked him for the money two or 
three days ago and he told me he didn’t 
intend to pay it. I was surprised and ask- 
ed him what he meant. He said something 
about my having poisoned his dog, and that 
I had to pay him for the dog. I denied 
baving touched the dog. I don’t believe 
the dog was ever poisoned. I again asked 
him for the room rent this morning. and 
he refused to pay the amount although he 
well knew he was two weeks in arrears. 
The poisoned dog was once more brought 
up and I aguin denied knowing anything 
about it. I couldn’t see what the dog had 
to do with his paying his debts. He finally 
said he was going to move his things away 
and he and his wife sent for a dray and 
began to pack up. I felt outraged by being 
treated so and I remonstrated with them. 
I said they should not move a thing until 
they had paid the room rent. The dray 
came and Mr. Cones started to take out 
his trunk, and I insisted that he mustn’t 
do it and he pushed me against the wall 
and struck me with his fists. At one time 
he lifted a stick of wood over my head 
and even his wife asked him not to strike 
me with it. Both the man and the woman 
assaulted me and they at last took their 
things away. Some other ladies, when 
they saw how I was being treated, tele- 
phoned for the police officers.”’ 

Mrs. Rolston is a widow and makes a 
living by renting rooms. 

What Cones Says About It. 

W. A. Cones was found at his place of 
business and he gave his version of the 
affair. His statement was as follows: 

“I rented two rooms from Mrs. Rolston 
and I was to pay her $10 a month. I paid 
her $3 the day I moved in, $2 the next week 
and $2.50 the third week. I therefore owed 
her about one week and a half. When 
she came to me for the money I told her 
I would not pay her until she paid me $5 
for the dog which she had poisoned. You 
see, the dog was my children’s pet, and 
I ‘had proof wat she had poisoned it. Ll 
was told that she went to the butcher- 
shop and said she wanted the meat to 
poison a dog. I was also told that she was 
seen to throw the meat into the back reom 
where the dog was kept. I got ready to 
move this afternoon. While we were pack- 
ing up she jumped on my wife, who is not 
well, and all I did was to separate them. 
I never struck Mrs. Rolston. She struck 
my wife and I had to keep her off. I was 
forced to put my things out of a window 
because Mrs. Rolston had locked the side 
or rear door.” 

He was asked who tore up the matting 
in one of the rooms and he replied that he 
did so while rolling a trunk. Mrs. Rolston 
stated that he ripped up the matting to 
spite her. 

Recorder Will Investigate. . 

The row will be investigated in the po 
lice court this afternoon, and the case 
will be one of unusual interest. 

Mrs. Rolston says she will be corrobo- 
rated in her statement by two other ladies 
who reside with her. She says she had no 
male relatives in the house to take her 
part and she had to fight her own battles. 

“Never before in my life,” she said, “had 
such violence been offered me, and I am 
greatly mortified because the matter ts to 
be made public, and I shall be forced to 
go into the police court. Yet I feet that 
_ that man should be punished for the way 
‘in which he has treated me.”

Matter Under Discussion by Board. of 
Education Committee. 
NO REPORT IS ,ANSWERED 


Believed That Committee Will Report 
in Favor of Retaining the Rod.

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT WON'T BE STOPPED 


The Committee Will Not Announce Its 
Report—Matter Criticised at 
Meeting Yesterday. 


The committee on rules of the city board 
of education heid a warm meeting yester- 
day afternoon in the committee room cf 
the board and as a result it is safe to say 
that the rule governing corporal punish- 
ment in the high schools now in force will 
not be changed, 

All yesterday afternoon the committee 
was in session and listened to long_ Cis- 
cussions against the use of the rod in 
the school. The members were deeply in- 
terested fh the discussion and paid ctose 
attention to what the speakers said. 

Mr. William Riley Boyd, who has been 
such a potent factor.in starting the cru- 
sade against the rod in the Boys’ High 
school and who was instrumental in the 
circulation of the petition asking the hoard 
to abolish it, made a short talk. 

Mr. Boyd is well known as an orator 
and he attempted to impress the committee 


with the barbarity and cruelty of whipping 


young men who attend the high school. 

He held that an honor system which 
would keep the young men frem misbe- 
having themselves was a higher and more 
profitable methed. He thought the young 
men should be put on their honor and 
that the teachers should be forbidden to 
administer whippings to them 

During the course of the discussion Mr. 
Boyd stated that a great majority of the 
high schoois throughout this country have 
abolished this method of punishment and 
the rod is not khown in the schoolroom. 


Nuts for Boyd To Crack. 

The members of the committee asked 
many questions and presented to Mr. Buyd 
many problems and supposition cases for 
him to solve. He answered all ques-ions 
very readily, but the committee didn’t ap- 
pear to be thoroughly satisfied that the 
abolition of corporal punishment would be 
the best for the schools. 

Mr. Boyd praised Professor Dykes as a 
teacher and stated that he thougnt the 
board would have made a great mistake 
had it dismissed him. He thought the 
method of controlling pupils as used by 
Professor Dykes and the cther teachers 
should be changed so the rod would not be 
brought into use. 

During the course of the meeting Com- 
mitteeman Smith stated that if he could 
be convinced that three-fourths of the high 
schools in the United Stutes had abolish- 
ed corporal punishment he would be wiliing 
to vote for its abolition in the schools 
here. If, however, ke could not be con- 
vinced of this fact he was not in favor of 
changing the present rule. 

Messrs. Warren Boyd, Mitchell and 
Fuller made talks to the committee and 
condemned the use of. the rod in the high 
school. All three are young lawyers and 
their talks impressed the committee very 
much. All who spoke sowed -+that they 


-had given the matter a careful st: idy and 


presented interesting statistics to the com- 
mittee, 
No Report Was Made. 

The committee on rules did not make up 
its report yesterday, but this document will 
be prepared and presented to the hoard at 
its next meeting. The committee will 
probably not hold another meeting before 
preparing its report. 

‘To an observer it would seem that the. 
entire sentiment of the board was opposed 
to changing the rule now in use. The com- 
mittee is apparently opposed to the aboli- 


tion of corporal punishment in the schools. 


The rule governing corp6ral punishment 
discourages the use of the rod and it is the 
opinion of Colonel Thomson that this rule 
is sufficient for all intents and purposes. 

The rule says that corporal punishment 
shali not be resorted to except where all 
other mjehods fail and that a teacher 
shell not whip a child while his or her 
temper is aroused. It discourages corporal 
punishment as much as it can be discour- 
aged in words and it seemed to be the 
Opinion of thg committes that this is en- 
tirely sufficient. 

The report which the committee will sub- 
mit to the board of education will probably 
State that the committee finds that there 
is at present a rule in existence which 
covers the pojnt as well as the committee 
thinks is necessary and that the committee 
believes there is no need for the abolition 
of corporal punishment at the present 
time. 

The members of the committee would not 
say what the report would be, but this is 
probably correct.

CONSULTATION COMES TODAY 


Will Find Whet the City Will Put Up 
«; for the Exhibition. 


HOW THE EXHIBIT WILL BE MADE 
Funds ih the Society Are Scarce and 


the Place That Gets the Fair Will 
Have To Put Up the Cash. 


A movement to hold the state fair in At- 
lanta will be started today. 

Whether it will be successful or not de- 
pends upon the attitude of the city gov- 
ernment and the support offered the enter- 
prise by the people. 

President J. Pope Brown was here yes- 
terday. It is the gurpose of his visit to 
see what this city will offer toward se- 
curing the exhibition. At the last 
session of the State Agricultural 
Eociety in Avgusta the matter was brought 
up for discussicn. It was decided to leave 
the decisicn to the state executive com- 
mittee, which will report at the regular 
session of the society to be called in Au- 
gust. 

As president of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety, Mr. Brown is much intérested in 
holding the fair. It has been some years 
since this feature of the ugricultural 6o- 
ciety wis carried ovt. Formeriy it was 
one of the greatest state events during the 
fall months, but the Cotton States and in- 
ternational exposition interfered in 1895, 
and since then no attempt has been made 
to make the display again. 

At the recent. session of the soclety in 
Augusta the question was brought up. It 
was said that the fair could be held in Al 
lanta at comparatively little expense and 
that all of the buildings could be turned 
over for that purpose. After long discus- 
sion it was decided to place the affair in 
the hands of the executive committee, 
which was to report at the regular annual 
session of the society. 

No meeting has been called of this com- 
mittee yet, but President Brown is here 
and will look into ‘the advisability of hoid- 
ing the fair in Atlanta before calling the 
meeting of the committee. 

Today a consultation will be held be- 
tween President T. B. Neal, of the 
chamber of commerce, Mayor Collier, if he 
is well enough to be present, and a repre- 
sentative of the Piedmont Exposition Com- 
pany. «The question as to whether the fair 
can be held here and as to what Atlanta 
will have to offer will be taken up. 

The buildings at the exposition grounds 
are still in gool condition, and with little 
work they can be put in shape for the state 
fair. 

It is proposed to utilize the standing ex- 
hibit of the state, which has been sent 
on fo Nashville. The exposition in that 
city will be finished and the display can 
be transferred here. All of these plans, 
however, will be discussed today. The 
meeting will be purely informal. - 

“I do not know what will be done in the 
matter,” said President Brown, yester- 
day. ‘I have not talked over the matter 
enough to decide. I believe that a fair 
should be held if the proper inducements | 


were offered by the city in which we -de- 
cide to hold it. 


“T do not know what Atlanta will offer.

Stillhouse Eyer Found.

Underground stills are found occasionally, 
but in all the varied experiences of the 
revenue officers stationed here they have 
never found one to equal the sub- 
terranean booze factory that was discov- 
ered by Deputy Marshals Scott and Mann 
night before last. 

The still house was certainly the most 
novel find ever made by the revenue men. 
Never in the history of the revenue ser- 
vice has there Wen seen anything 
so complete in every detail, and not in 
the experience of the oldest in the ser- 
vice has there been found a still so 
neatly and successfully hidden from hu- 
man sight. 

The officers searched over the ground for 


. two days before it was finally stumbled 


upon. The cave was dug out in the side of 
a large and steep hill, and the house was 
built inside the excavation. The moon- 
shiners had first dug out a cave fifteen by 
eighteen feet square, and had then neatly 
constructed a house of hewn logs up to 
the level of the ground. They then covered 
the house with thick plank and heaped 
the earth that had been removed back 
on the planks, completely covering the 
building beneath. Trees were then piled 
on the mound and young plants and bushes 
were planted. 

The interior of the still house was reach- 
ed by way of a stairway, cut down through 
the earth from a point above the under- 
ground house. The entrance to the stair- 
case was concealed by brush piled over 
a trap. door that was first covered with a 
layer of dirt. One interesting feature of 
the still was the chimney, which permit- 


ted the smoke to escape from the cave. ¢ 


This was as pretty a piece of work as 
was ever seen. The flue consisted of a 
perfectly bored hole in.the ground about 
six inches in diameter. The hole extended 
from the surface to the top of the cave, 
where it was entered by a common stove- 
pipe, which conducted the smoke from 
the furnace to the hole, seyeral feet above. 
At the surface of the ground there was 
a neat arrangement for both concealing 
the opening and for dissipating the smoke, 
Trash and brush were piled all over the 
chimney in such a manner that when the 
smoke arose it was seattered ail through 
the brush and emerged into the air in 
such a thin volume as not to be noticed. 

The still was supplied with water by a 
system that was a great example of me- 
chanical and mining engineering in itself. 
It was located about seventy-five yards 
above a little branch that flowed serenely 
along the valley that lay between the 
two hills. The still was at an elevation 
at least a hundren. feet above the branch, 
but notwithstanding: that fact, the moon- 
shiners managed to,raise the water to ths 
height of the still...They built a: dam 
across the stream several nundred years 
above the stillhouse and by means of 
pipes and troughs ran the water down 
along the side of the hill into the still. 

Once the moonshiners got the water into 
the still another problem presented itseif. 
That was to get the water out of the still 
after it had been used. The fertile brain 
of the boozemakers soon devised a plan. 
Starting from the interior of the still a 
tunnel was dug out toward the branch. 

This tunnel was about-seventy yards long 
and ended in the branch. Plank troughs 
were then placed along the tunnel and 
the waste water was allowed to escape 
into the branch. 

The still had been {n operafion perhaps 
two years when the officers discovered the 
cave. Last week the officers received an 
anonymous letter and Deputy Marshal 
Scott went down to look for the still. He 
failed to find the still on the first visit, but 
day befofe yesterday when he went down 
with Deputy Marshal Mann he was more 
successful. 

The officer swalked all over the premises 
and several times passed directly over the 
house. They went up.to the pond, which 
was called a fish pond, but there were no 
fish in it. The revenue men Knew that 
the water was damed up for the purpose 
of supplying water for the underground 
distillery, but they could not find the tun- 
nel with the pipes that led from the pond 
to the still, several yards further down 
the branch. 

Officer Mann suddenly discovered among 
the underbrush and fallen trees a lot of 
cedar brush. For ten minutes he worked 
assiduously, raking aside the Teaves with 
his hands and tearing away the dirt. 
After a half hours’ work the trap door was 
discovered. 

The door was locked securely with a 
small brass lock, which the officers broke 
open. 

The interior chamber was a wonder. 
Everything necessary to the manufacture 
of whisky was in the room. Boxes for 
corn and barrels for the beer were scatter- 
ed all over the house. The officers, after 
destroying all the equipment of the still, 
departed and began to look for the moon- 
shiners who were operating the still. They 
made two arrests and returned to the 
city. Yesterday they carried their prison- 
ers, Robert Doby and I. P. Crisp, before 
Judge Broyles. Judge Broyles decided that 
both men were guilty and placed them un- 
der bonds of $300 each, which both gave, 
The officers think the still was run by a 
large number of men in the settlement 
where it was found, otherwise it would 
have been reported to the revenue depart- 
ment long ago.

The Nashville people call fheir variety 
Street “Vanity Fair,’”’ at least that is the 
name given by the directors, but it is still 
known as the Midway and the attempt to 
change the name of this feature of the fair 
just as was done here, will prove futile. 
A serious problem of long. discussion 
among the directors of the Atlanta enter- 
prise was the name for. what was the 
Midway at the Chicago exposition. Hun- 
dreds of queer names were suggested and 
by a vote “Pleasure Heights’’ was af last 
selected, The people, however, did not 
care to accept this change and by a com- 
promise the directors made it ‘‘Midway 
Heights,”” but after all it remained the 
Midway, and no technical nomenclature 
would be accepted. 

Thus in Nashville the board of directors 
thought it would add originality to the 
show for this place to be known as Van- 
ity Fair, which they decided was an ap- 
propriate name, but it is the Midway 
still.

THIS KEPT DOWN THE FIGHT 


Leonard Phinizy Got More Votes Than 
His Brother, Jake, and Could 
Have Had Presidency. 


Augusta, Ga., May 12—(Special.)—The 
sixty-second annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Georgia Railroad and Bank- 
ing Company was held today in the direc- 
tors’ room at the bank. There was an 
unusually large attendance and out of a 
total of 42,000 shares, 33,021 shares were 
represented. 

The old officers and board of directors 
were unanimously re-elected as follows: 
Charles H. Phinizy, president; William M. 
Reese, Joel A. Billups, Henry D. McDaniel, 
Hamilton H. Hickman, Nathaniel L. 
Hutchins, James Alexander, Abner W. 
Calhoun, Thomas W. Coskery, Leonard 
Phinizy, William E. McCoy, James White, 
Robert D. Spalding, Jacob Phinizy, Wil- 
liam A. Latimer, George A. Speer, Wil- 
liam W. Thomas, Charles G. Goodrich, 
cashier. 

Though the rumored contest for the 
presidency’ was abandoned, as wired yes- 
terday, there was a significant fact devel- 
oped in the vote for directors. Colonel C. 
H. Phinizy and all the other directors re- 
ceived the vote of 33,021, but Mr. Leonard 
Phinizy received 33,775, showing that he held 
the election in his hand if he had cared to 
oppose the re-election of President C. H. 
Phinigy. There was some talk a few 
weeks ago that Colonel Charles Phinizy 
would not offer for re-election, in which 
event Leonard Phinizy would have been 
his successor, but when he found that 
Colonel Phinizy would stand for re-election 
he decided not to oppose him. Leonard 
Phinizy will continue as vice president. 
Everything was absolutely harmonious. 

The president's annual report showed the 
property to be in good condition and that 
the usual 11 per cent dividend had been 
paid. After the election, the stockholders’ 
meeting adjourned and a private meeting 
of the directors followed. It is understood 
that they discussed the pending litigation 
for the possession of the Georgia railroad 
lease, -but the directors declined to talk 
further than to say they are not worried 
at all over the matter and that the Geor- 
gia railroad is all right. 


SCALING DOWN INTEREST. 


Mr. Plant Will Save Two Per Cent on 
Some Bonds. 

The Savannah, Florida and Western Rail- 
way Company has made arrangements with 
the New York Security and Trust Company 
for a refunding of Atlantic and Gulf 7 per 
cent bonds. These bonds will be paid at 
maturity on July Ist next, or they may be 
exchanged for 6 per cent first mortgage 
gold bonds of the first named company, 
reserved for this purpose under the mort- 
gage securing them. The interest upon 
these bonds, however, will be reduced to 
5 per cent. 

Arrangements will be made to have the 
new bonds listed on the New York stock 
exchange as soon as they are issued. The 
bonds are a part of a total issue of $6,500,000, 
and mature on April 1, 1934. They are a first 
lien on 487 miles of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railway, and also cover fifty- 
eight additional miles, subject to prior liens 
of $664,000 (at a rate of issue of only $12,900 
per mile)’ which, however, will be paid 
off on or before September, 1899.

TRAFFIC RIVALRY 
I$ OF TWO KINDS 


When It Is Applied to Railway Rates It 
Produces Favoritism. 


LARGE SHIPPERS GET FAVORS 


Small Ones Have To Pay Higher 
Charges and Are Handicapped. 


THE TRUSTS THRIVE ON COMPETITION 


They Can Get Service Cheaper Than 
the Small, Individual Merchant 
or Manufacturer, 


Competition ts the life of the large trader, 
but it may kill the small trader. Com- 
missioner George R. Blanchard, in one of 
his recent articles, shows how competitive 
rates work to the advantage of the trusts 
and monopolies and against the interests 
of the small individual shipper. 

The case of the Standard Oil] Company 
may be cited as an illustration. When 
rates were unstable it could secure a lower 
rate than fits rivals, and consequently 
could undersell them. One of the points 
in Mr. Blanchard’s argument is that stable 
rates are better for the small shipper and 
the public, as well as the railroads, than 
flexible rates. 

What is commonly known as competition 
in rates is fraudulent, says Mr. Blanchard. 
He compares the shipper who demands and 
gets a rebate to the jockey who pulls a 
horse. 

Continuing, Mr. Blanchard says: 

“If a yacht owner, trade or art exhibitor 
or athlete violates the rules of his guild in 
its contests, he is debarred from further 
competition and publicly denounced, but if 
the fair rates and rules governing the far 
more important public functions of trans- 
portation are violated by a railway which 
aided to make them, that railway is given 
increased patronage on trade exchanges, 
which would dismiss their own members for 
lesser infractions of thei? fair charges and 
rules. This is not competition, but a reward 
for illegal) discriminations. 

Untrue Competition. 

“It is not, therefore, true competition 
when one or more railways unequally alter 
proper public rates or rules to which they 
have previously assented, and which other 
and more judiciously managed railways 
seek to observe in furtherance of law and 
the public interest, as the great majority of 
railways sincerely desire and strive to do. 
Nor is it true competition when strong and 
well-meaning carriers, which have lost their 
business to lax rivals, take some legal 
chances to regain and keep it, because if 
they waited for the law’s inefficient help in 
such instances all their rival business would 
be lost. 

“Assume, ag2in, one railway, sturdy for its 
proper rates, pitted against another pliant 
with concessions from the same rates, and 
two shippers of diverse business standards, 
and that the yielding railway grants the 
persuasive large shipper unknown rebates. 
In such strife both railways may be ruined, 
one because it loses its business, the other 
because it loses it profits, and the one mer- 
chant is sure to be ruified: but the receiver 
of rebates will survive and will control 
his kind of business ‘at the point where 
the rebate is granted. This is not compe- 
tition within any honorable meaning. Nor 
even if it be modern law, is it sound busi- 
ness sense or good policy to say that to 
rightfully and rightly place both of said 
railways and both of said merchants on 


equal and equitable conditions ts a restraint 
of trade? 


Result of Preferences. 

“Again, if all the railways gave but one 
shipper 1 cent per 10 pounds advantage, he 
would ultimately control the cereal markets 
of the nation. So would he if ene railway 
at each large shipping point granted him 
that preference while all other railways 
thereat stood firm for right rates and do- 
ing. The result, therefore, differs only in 
degree, if the same advantage be given by 
one or many railways to five shippers at 
the same or different points, who may then 
attack each other until the survivors are 
fewer. This is not competition, but as- 
sault and unendurable favoritism. The pro- 
tection of right always requires -the re- 
straint of wrong. Especially is this true of 
transportation, wherein both protection and 
restraint must come from railway co-opera- 
tion, which is now interdicted, or from the 
law, which has so far withheld its sanction 
to this best plan for both. 

“Further, the merchant who reduces 
prices affects only his rivals in his locality, 
while the railways which reduce through 
rates are legally required to make their 
interstate charges, say, from Chicago to 
Baston, the maxima between numberless 
intermediate places. This is not competi- 
tion, but the effect of the interstate act, 
because the offending line may not reach 
local points on other lines which are nev- 
ertheless affected by the reduced through 
rates its methods make necessary between 
competitive centers. 

“Finally, on this point, charges so varied 
are illegal and punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment. The interstate commerce act 
requires that the actual rates shal? be pub- 
lished and charged alike to all: that they 
shall not be reduced without three days’ or 
raised except upon ten days’ public notice, 
and that such rates shall not be ‘more or 
less’ than the tariffs filed, thereby stipu- 
lating that railway competition shall differ 
from trade competition. 

“The minority opinion tn the Trans-Mis- 
souri case presents this succinctly and 
ace as follows: 

“ "That the interstate comm 
of which are controlled by he previntens oe 
to reasonableness, were not intended to 
fluctuate hourly and daily, as competition 
might ebb and flow, results from the fact 
that the published rates could not be in- 
creased or reduced except after a specified 
time. It follows then, that agreements as 
to reasonable rates and against their secret 
reduction conform exactly to the terms of 
the act.’ ’’ 

It is better to have one unvarying rate 
for a class or commodity between New 
York and Chicago, and have that rate open 
and even to everybody, than to have 
fluctuating rates. 

Mr. Blanchard gives some interesting quo- 
tations on the subject of competition and 
pooling, among them the following: 

“Judge Cooley said: ‘How distinctly ft 
is seen here that it is utterly impossible to 
judge of railroad competition and its ef- 
fects, its usefulness and {ts mischiefs, by 
comparing it with competition as we en- 
counter it in other lines of business.’ 

“Hon. Martin A. Knapp said: ‘Deprived 
of special and exclusive rates, an advantage 
far more odious and powerful than exemp- 
tion from taxation, those trusts are shorn 
of their strength and divested of their sy- 
premacy.’ 

“Judge Patterson, Who introduced the 
pooling bill of 189%, said: “This preferential 
system throughout the country is gradually 
destroying the small and enriching the 
large shippers.’ 

“The great English commission of 1882, 
said: ‘While commitiees and commissioners 
carefully chosen have for the past thirty 
years clung to one form of competition or 
another, it has nevertheless become more 
and more evident that Competition must fai! 
to do for the railways What it does for or- 
dinary trade.’ — 7

It is fortunate, indeed, that both sides 
to the railroad question in Macon are 
agreed that the issue is «ne which should 
be settled in the courts and not dragged 
into the legislature, where, between the 
efforts of ardent demagogues on one 
hand and the representatives of the rail- 
roads on the other, the rights of the 
people and the privileges of the corpor- 
ations are befogged and beclouded. ~,, 

It is pureiy a legal maiter, and if it 
had been originally carried to the courts 
for settlement, instead of being dragged 
about through the legislative lobbies, it 
would have been equitably disposed of 
long ago. For ten years, as our read- 
éfs know, the question has been carried 
to the legislature. For ten years it has 
given demagogues an opportunity to rant 
and lobbyists an opportunity to rally, 
and still it remains unsettled. Between 
demagogues on one side and lobbyists 
on the other, the real merits of the issue 
aré lost sight of, and the interests of 
both the people and the corporations 
sacrificed. 

There is one phase of this question 
that would be entirely lost sight of in 
the legislature in any event, namely: 
that the growth and extension of rail- 
way interests, as well as the growth and 
development of the necessity of railway 
transportation, has created conditions 
that may be said to be absolutely new, 
but which must inevitably be recognized 
In any fair discussion of the question 
or any equitable disposition of the is- 
sues that must continually arise 
for settlement between the public on the 
one hand and the corporations on the 
other. 

Even a quarter of a century ago, these 
conditions were not go important and in- 
sistent as they are today. The people 
had not come to depend so absolutely 
and completely on the faithful and reg- 
ular operations of the railways as they 
do today; nor had the railway man- 
agers themselves begun to feel that the 
power and influence they were able to 
wield reached farther than convenient 
freight and passenger schedules, the 
levying of rates and the prompt trans- 
rertation of goods. 

The new conditions created by the 
growth and extension of railway devel- 
opment relate to the mutual interdepen- 
dence of the public:and the corporations, 
and these relations cannot be roughly 
disturbed without material injustice to 
both parties. The corporations have be- 
come a definite part of the public: their 
interests have become public interests; 
and issues arising between these inter- 
ests and the rights of the people should 
be settled with an eye to the delicate 
balances and adjustments that belong 
to a court-of equity. 

For the interests of the people and the 
interests of the railways have a_ rela- 
tionship so potent that in many ques- 
tions that arise it is difficult to separate 
and identify them. So that what hurts 
the people is sure in the end to hurt the 
railroads, and that which hurts the rail- 
ways is sure to hurt the people. 

It is fortunate, therefore; that our 
Macon contemporaries are agreed that 
the issue they have been discussing is 
one for the courts to settle. Let us hope 
‘that it will be pushed to its final con- 
clusion and be forever disposed of by de- 
cree of the courts. 

But we must differ from The News as 
to its suggestion that the duty of the 
governor should prompt him to take 
steps to throw the issue in the courts. It 
is no more the duty of the governor: to 
bring the matter to an issue than it ig 
that of any private citizen who feels 
that he hag suffered or fs likely to guf- 
fer by a violation of the law. The rail- 
roads declare they are not violating the 

law. It is not the duty of the governor 
to officially declare they are violating

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The Justice Court System. 

Opposition to the iniquitous fee esvs- 
tem, as applied to justice court officers. 
is not restricted in this state alone, but 
exists wherever the system prevails. In 
view of the endless litigation which the 
system has provoked, to say nothing 
of the manner in which it has thwarted 
the ends of justice, it is surprising that 
the country has tolerated it so long. 

But the course of the justice court fee 
system is nearly run. Of this there can 
be no doubt. In other sections of the 
country, as well as in this, the matter 
of revising the system is being gravely 
agitated, and indications point to radi- 
cal changes. Too much stress cannot 
be laid upen the importance of keeping 
our courts of justice above reproach, 
and this statement applies to all of them 
alike. In Detroit, Mich., there seems 
to be a strong sentiment in favor of 
purging the entire justice court system 
of that state. The Detroit Free Press, 
in speaking of the matter, says: 

There will be very general satisfaction 
over the assurance that the justice courts 


of Detroit are to have a thorough purge- 
ing. Complaints of a serious nature are 


being prepared, and upon their presentation 


to the prosecuting attorney, prompt action 
will be taken. It is known that certain of 
the offices have been in disfavor for a 
long time, and most unsavory scandals con- 
cerning them have been current, The ex- 
istence of certain methods and practices 
has been known well enough to those 
whose business has called them much to 
the offices, but the trouble has been to 
reach the offenders with the law. The hos- 
tilities arising between justices and con- 
stables have led to disclosures and intima- 
tions resulting in the preliminary step of 
what the public hopes will prove to be an 
unsparing renovation of the institution, If 
the officers who serve as magistrates are 
incompetent, neglectful and 
slothful, ard guilty of other forms of mis- 
eonduct, the sooner their careers are cut 
short the better, 

What is true of the system in Michi- 
gan, as pointed out in the foregoing para- 
graph, is also true of it elsewhere, and 
especially in Georgia. Until the sys- 
tem is radically changed our justice 
courts must hecessarily labor’ under 
a cloud of suspicion, and in justice to 
the many good and worthy officers con- 
nected with these courts, this change 
should come speedily. 

The Augusta Chronicle makes a 
strong plea for justice court revision, in 
one of its recent issues, and plants it- 
self squarely in line with The Consti- 
tution. The Chronicle urges the pay- 
ment of fixed salaries in lieu of the 
present extortionate fee system, observ- 
ing that in no other way can ths evils 
now complained of be corrected. Says 
The Chronicle: 

If there is any need for these courts, the 
laborer is worthy of his hire, and should 
receive a fixed salary. Then there would 
be no inducement to encourage litigation 
in order to make business that fines and 
fees may follow to enable the magistrate 
and his constable to live. If there is not 
business enough, of a legitimate character, 
to warrant so many justice courts, let the 
law be amended so as to provide only the 
needed number, and let a proper salary 
be provided for these. The whole fee sys- 
tem is wrong, and it should be abolished 
in every department. Let public officers 
be paid a salary commensurate with the 
public service they perform, and then let 
all the moneys they receive from fines, etc., 
be turned into the treasury of the city or 
county they serve. 

There is no lack of argument on the 
side of justice,court reform, and the 
sooner the system is revised the better 
it will be for the cause of justice in this 
state.

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The Augusta Postmastership, 

We publish elsewhere a communica- 
tion from ex-Governor Rufus B. Bullock, 
in which he defends the proposed move- 
ment to make Judson Lyons postmaster 
of Augusta. Ex-Governor Bullock is 
not a recent republican convert, having 
affiliated with the party for many years; 
and the only part of his communication 
which will excite particular surprise is 
the statement that a recent visit to Au- 
gusta convinces him that among the 
white people of that city “there is really 
no hostility to the appointment of Lyons, 
except from a few white men who are 
seeking the office for themselves, or 
their friends.” It is unnecessary to 
argue this point further than to say 
that the ex-governor has been woefully 
deceived by somebody if this is the im- 
pression gained from personal observa- 
tion in Augusta. The white people of 
that city are intensely in earnest in their 
opposition to the appointment—and very 
naturally so. > 

For many years ex-Governor Bullock 
has not hesitated to proclaim his alle- 
giance to the republican party, know- 
ing full well that in Georgia, and other 
southern states, the republican party 
was almost exclusively a negro party; 
and that the few whites who belong to 
it were not sufficiently strong in num- 
bers to make their affiliation a consid- 
eration in counting the strength of the 
party at the polls. It is but just, how- 
ever, to ex-Governor Bullock to say 
that in state and local politics his affilia- 
tions have usually been with the con- 
servative white people, and that he has 
taken no part in political movements 
having in view the elevation of negroes 
to office over the whites on the ground 
of their republicanism. Since, however, 
he speaks a8 an old-time republican, 


his comment cannot be accepted as be- 
ing addressed to the main point of The 


It was with the new republican con- 
verts in Georgia and other southern 
states that The Constitution dealt in its 
editorial of yesterday—some of them 


having gone to the length of suggesting 


to Mr. McKinley that the appointment 
of a negro as postmaster at Augusta 
would be a jump further than would be 
justified by their hopes or their expecta- 
tions. But these new converts know 
what the eSsence of blicanism 
means; they knew perfectly well before 
they joined it what the name stands for 
in Georgia. ; 

The only surprising thing about the 
whole matter is the fact that Mr. Me- 
Kinley should even take under consider- 
ation in this day and time an act which 
the white people of Augusta, of Georgia, 
and of the whole south will regard as a 
deliberate slap in the face. It will not 
only be thus interpreted, but it will un- 
necessarily revive old prejudices that 
time was happily allaying, and make 
important once more the old issues 
that really have no place in modern 
politics, : 

If Mr. McKinley should be so unwise 
as to make the appointment, there can 
be but one interpretation of the act. If 
Lyons is made postmaster at Augusta it 
will not be because he is the fittest man 
for the place, or because he can hest 
subserve the interests of the people end 
the government, or because he is a re- 
publican. He will be appointed because 
he is a negro; for this reason and no 
other. 

We makeno criticism on Lyons. He is, 
no doubt, an intelligent negro. We sim- 
ply say that there is no reason we can 
conceive of why Mr. McKinley should 
go farther in this matter of.appointing 
uncongenial officials to places of trust 
in the south than Grant, or Hayes, or 
Garfield, or Arthur, or Harrison went. 
He would not dare to appoint a negro 
postmaster at Canton, O. What motive 
could he have for appointing one at Au- 
gusta? There is but one motive that 
would satisfy the reason. If he appoints 
Lyons it will be because he desires to re- 
new the old prejudices, and give ground 
for drawing the color line. 

How will it help the republican party 
in.Georgia or in the country at large? 
We are unable to see. Even the fact 
that such an appointment is under con- 
sideration—that there is a possibility of 
it—will open the eyes of the white peo- 
ple of the south to the fact that there can 
be no profitable political division among 
them while the republican party, so far 
as this section is concerned, remains a 
negro party. 

If the negroes of Augusta formed the 
bulk of the population, if their business 
interests with the postoffice were more 
important than those of the whites, or 
if there were no white republicans cap- 
able of filling the position, there would 
be no objection to the appointment; but 
none of these conditions exist. If the 
appointment is made it will be because 
Mr. McKinley knows that it will be as 
disagreeable to the white people of the 
south as a similar appointment in the 
west or east would be to the white peo- 
ple of those sections. 

And if the appointment is made it will 
be largely due to the new converts in 
Georgia, who, by deserting their own 
race and people, and accepting republi- 
can doctrines in essence and substance, 
have given Mr. McKinley reason to be- 
lieve that a display of the true inward- 
ness of republicanism will help matters. 
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The Situation in Virginia. 

The news that gets into the gold 
standard organs frequently needs severe 
revision.

President Cisneros. 

Information received from Cuba with- 
in the last few days announces that Pres- 
ident Cisneros, who has been at the 
head of the provisiona] government for 
something over a year, is about to retire 
from office, much to the regret of his 
fellow-countrymen.

When he joined 
the revolutionary movement in 1868 he 
renounced hisstitle of nobility and suf- 
fered thereby the confiscation of his en- 
tire property. After the peace of 1878, 
however, some of his property was re- 
stored. At a convention held August 7, 
1895, at the outbreak of the present rev- 
olution, Salvator Cisneros was chosen 
minister of the interior under President 
Masso, but subsequently in September of 
the same year became chief executive. 
In the event of his retirement this sum- 
mer President Cisneros will be succeed- 
er either by ex-President Masso or Dr. 
Eusebio Hernandez. Of course, if the 
Cubans accept the overtures of Spain the 
plans of the island will be completely 
changed, but as yet these overtures have 
not been even discussed. 
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A Sign of the Times.

A worthy queen, Sweet Little Alix, holds 
the trotting scepter, while John R. Genrry, 
the most perfectly formed horse at either 
the trotting or pacing gait, is the reigning 
pacer. 

The runner Has been ages lowering his 
record to 1:35%, the trotter has been fifty- 
one years lowering the trotting record from 
2:30 to 2:03%, while the pacer in sixty-five 
years had reduced the mark at this guit 
from 2:31 to 200%. 

This is remarkable, but it {s as nothing 
compared to the strides made by man on 
his wheel. In 13830 Ralph Ah! rode a mile 
on en “ordinary” at Boston in 2:49%. K. E.

Their Contract Yesterday. 


GRADED TRINITY AVENUE 


Good Force of Hands Employed and 
Work Will Progress Rapidly. 


THE JOB TO BE FINISHED IN NINETY DAYS 


Citizens Hail the Beginning with 
Much Joy—Marks a New Era on 
That Street. 


The first dirt for the new paving on For- 
syth street was broken yesterday morning. 

Henceforth that thoroughfare will be a 
perfect beehive of workmen, mules and 
implements of all kinds used in the work. 
The Georgia Paving Company, who were 
awarded the contract, have ninety days 
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COLONEL W.°H. SMYTHE. 

Who Is Slated for the Internal Revenue 
Collectorship, Which Fact Has Ex- 
cited the Wrath of Rucker and 
Other Loyal Republicans, 
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for the completion of the job, and it is 
probable the street will be open for the 
public before that date. 

The first work was done yesterday on 
Trinity avenue at the intersection of which 
Forsyth street is to be lowered. The ave- 
nue was cut down and made to conform 
to the proposed grade. 

Yesterday afternoon the old cobblestones, 
which have been an eye sore and a hin- 
drance to prosperity in that neighborhood 
for many years, were torn up near this 
corner. The inauguration of the work was 
a matter of general rejoicing among the 
citizens of that thoroughfare, who have 
been relegated to the back ground for over 
fifteen yearS on account of an inferior pave- 
ment, 

The work will progress block by block. 
Trinity avenue is about in the center of 
the paving district, and a force will be put 
to work:con each side until both ends 
-of the street are reached. 

Travel will, of course, have to be dis- 
continued and the street will be in a state 
of general chaos until the paving is com- 
pleted. 

Grade Will Be. Lowered. 

The grade on the steep hill on Forsyth 
street will be lowered. At the top, close 
to Garnett street, a cut of five feet will 
be made, work on which will probably be- 
gin tomorrow. The concrete foundation 
will then be laid and afterwards the brick. 

There is no doubt that the new 
paving will increase the value of property 
in the neighborhood of Forsyth street to 
a large extent. Those citizens, greatly ap- 
preciating this fact, have been clamoring 
for such an improvement for many years, 
but it was not until 1897 their request was 
finally granted, for which council made a 
sufficient appropriation. 

Some of the most prominent citizens of 
the city live on this street, and the pav- 
ing is only a recognition of their just dues. 
When the job is completed the street will 
be one of the most beautiful in the city, 
and this year will mark an entirely new 
era in the growth of that section of the 
city. 

A force of about sixteen hands were at 
work yesterday, and more will be employed 
today. The Georgia Paving Company will 
push the work to completion as fast as 
possible and are determined to lay one of 
the best pavements in the south. 

Although the wishes of the residents was 
formerly for asphalt, yet all now seem har- 
monized on the brick, which will give gen- 
eral satisfaction. It is probable a move- 
ment may be started to continue the vitri- 
fied brick to Alabama street, but the pres- 
ent contract will be completed before any 
action is taken. 
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WILL DISCUSS BICYCLE LAW. 


Ordinance Committes Will Consider 
Culberson’s Measure This Morning. 
The ordinance committee of the city coun- 

cil will hold a special meeting at the cham- 

ber of commerce at 10:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing for the consideration of Councilman 

Culberson’s famous bicycle ordinance.. 
Since the framer has decided to withdraw 

the sections requiring lanterns at night 
and the one requiring all wheelmen to 
keep six feet from all vehicles, it is thought 
there are some chances for a favorable 
report. A fight, however, will be made on 
the clause restricting the speed to six miles 
an hour within the radius of a mile of 
the wnion depot; and this section may be 
seratched out by the committee. 

Chairman Howard gives a special invi- 
tation to all wheelmen in the city inter- 
ested in the ordinance to be present at 
the meeting and éxpress their views on 
ihe subject, whether for or against. Some 
time will be consumed in discussion, and 
a great many prominent wheelmen of the 
city, who are bitterly opposed to the ordi- 
nance, signified their intention yesterday 
afternoon of being present. 

Councilman Culberson, who is making 
every effort for the passage of his act, 
will also probably be on hand and take 
part in the discussion. He will present 
exhaustive arguments why the law should 
be enacted, and will be answered by at 
least half a dozen cyclists, who have Aeen 
getting in some telling licks against the 
ordinance.

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Council Committee Explodes a Bomb 
Among Two Big Concerns. 


WIRES TOO CLOSE TOGETHER 


Either the Georgia Electric Light Co. 
or Consolidated Must Change. 


LIVELY CONTROVERSY MAY BE THE RESULT 


Judge Anderson! Thinks the Duty Falls 
on the Consolidated—Special 
Meeting To Be Held Friday. 


The proximity of the electric licht anda 
trolley wires in the city, which sometimes 
causes pyrotechnic displays of electricity, 
is about to precipitate a lively controversy 
between the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany and the Consolidated Street Railway 


Company. 

The electric light committee of the coun- 
cil has decided the wires are too close to- 
gether tor the safety of the public and 
have determined the difficulty must be 
remedied. This means the wires all over 
the city must be lowered at great annoy- 
ance and expense to the unlucky company 
on which the duty falls. 

The committee is now «arefully consider- 
ing which concern should be made to suf- 
fer the change. The services of City At- 
toruey Judge Andersen have been called 
in and in an exhaustive opidion on the 
subject rendered yesterday he infers the 
Consolidated should be made to bear the 
expense, 

It is thought there will be a fight on this 
line, however, as the Consolidated wilil 
probably never lower or replace their wires 
so long as they can help it. The electric 
light company will no doubt put up the 
Same plea and the result is speculative. 

Certain it 1s, however, that one of the 
concerns must make the change which will 
probably cost thousands of dollars. The 
committee held a special meeting yesterday 
afternoon fur the consideration of this 
subject, but no formal action was taken. 
Judge Anderson’s opinion, which follows 
below, was discussed and it is probable 
his advice will be acted on. 

It is not an uncommon thing for the wires 
of the different companies to come in con- 
tact, although fortunately no serious ac- 
cidents have resulted within the last few 
years, The subject will be thorougiily dis- 
cussed next I’riday afternoon and unless 
Some unforseen compromise is affected a 
lively tight is likely to result. 

Judge Anderson’s Opinion. 

Judge Anderson’s opinion is as follows: 

_, tion. T. J. Harper, City Electrican, 
City—Vear Surg in response to your in- 
quiry a8 to thne*fact that in the lowering of 
tne electric street lignt8, the lead wires of 
the street lignt syatem~-come into contact 
with the troii¢y wires of the street rail- 
Ways and the possibie danger of accidents 
being caused as a result of tnis fact and 
as to whether it is the duty of the street 
railway companies or of the electric light 
company to take precaution to prevent ac- 
cidents from this contact between the wires 
of the respective systems, I have to stcte 
that 1 think upon ther@ener:ul merits of 
the case the lighting of the streets over 
which the city has control is more directly 
& municipal use than the stretching of 
Wires for the acecummodution of street 
raliway travel. It is noticeable also that 
in a great many cases the street Hehts 
were located prior to the operation of the 
Street railway lines with electricity. It 
seems to be absolutely necessary to have 
the lights in the center of the streets in 
order to get the best results from them. 

“fn addition to all this the eleventh con- 
dition annexed to the grant of, the appli- 
cation for permission to equip the street 
railway lines electrically and to so operate 
them, specifies that ‘the change to electric 
motive power shall not interfere with the 
location of the city lights in the cepter of 
the streets,’ ete. See page 201 of supplemnet 
to the city code of 1891. 

“The condition quoted above with one 
of those annexed: to the action of council 
of date May 20, 1891, and this condition has 
been annexed by reference to it, to every 
subsequent grant to any of the companies 
to operate street railway lines by elec- 
tricity. I have no doubt therefore that it 
is within the power of the mayor and 
general council to pass an ordinance regu- 
lating this matter in the interest of the 
public safety and require the necessary 
changes to be made by the street railway 
companies. 

“As to what changes are necessary you 
are no doubt in a better position to advise 
the electric committee on account ef your 
familiarity with the subject than I ean 
possibly be. I suggest, however, that it 
seems to me to be important in the interest 
of the public safety to prevent contact 
between wires which carry sufficient elec- 
tric force to be dangerous and other wires 
carrying a smaller voltage. 

‘‘While I am on this general subject I 
take the liberty of calling your attention 
to a matter about which citizens have re- 
peatedly complained to me and that is to 
the fact that persons wishing to stretch 
wires, cut and trim the tops of shade trees 
on the sidewalks, apparently just as they 
please. These trees are vr'uable for orna- 
ment and for comfort. They are expensive 
to plant and grow and it seems to me that 
oll the companies stretching wires along 
the streets ought to be prohibited from in- 
interfering with shade trees unless in cases 
of absolutely necessity. The trees are gen- 
erally not very tall and if the poles were 
made high enough it would seem to be 
rarely necessary to interfere with the limbs 
or foliage of the trees. Very respectfully,

Just the means that will be taken to 
separate the wires of the two companies 
is not known. Chairman Maddox, cf the 
electric light committee, stated yesterday 
afternoon he thought the wires of one 
company Should be lowered. The Con- 
solidated people say it would be impossible 
to lower their trolley wires and run their 
cars. 

The electric light people will also claim 
it would not be practicable for ihem to 
lower their wires for the public safety, and 
the matter is in a peculiar tangle.

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BAD BOY BURGLAR — 


BEHIND THE BARS 


He Makes a Full Confession To Many 
Cases of House Breaking, 


GIVES HIS OWN HISTORY 


A Youth Who Has Many Names and a 
Notorious History. 


HE IS JUST OUT OF THE CHAINGANG 


When He Has Served Ali the Sentences 
To Be Piled Up Against Him 
He Will Be an Old Man. 


A notorious boy burglar is now confined 
in the police barracks. He is a negro youth 
about fourteen years of age and confess€s 
having burglarized four or five houses 
within the pest month, and, as he states, 
there are several more about which he has 
perhaps forgotten. 

Young as he is, there is no more harden- 
ed criminal ever captured by the police, 
and his story with his recent arrest makes 
up a very interesting bit of criminal his- 
tory. 

Thres nights ago Mr. Berry caught a 
negro boy in his house and turned him 
Over to the police authorities. The ne- 
Ero Was Cleariy caught in the act of bui- 
glarizing the house. 

The boy gave his name, or rather his 
lames, a8 Charley Jones, alias Kid Wii- 
liams, alias Henry Knox, and he openly 
confessed that he was a professionai bur- 
gior. Yesterday morning Patrolmen R. 
UC. Seals and N. A. Langtord found a lot 
of ciothing in a store on Peters street 
which had been left by the boy for saie. 
ihe storekeeper identified the prisoner as 
the person who had brought the gvods to 
him. The articles had been stolen from 
the residence of Mr. W. C. Black, No. $7 
Orange street, and were identified. 

Chariey Jones gave an outline of his 
eventful history to a reporter of The Con- 
Stitution. He said: 


Boy Burglar’s Career. 


“I started out to steal for a living when 
rf was ten years old. I was caught for the 
first time last year and sent to the chain- 
gahg for twelve months. I got out of the 
chaingang about four months ago, and I 
made up my mind not to steal again, for I 
did not like the chaingang and I did not 
wish ‘to go back there. But it wasn’t long 
before I got into bad company, and an- 
other boy persuaded me to go into a house 
on Peachtree street and steal a lot of 
things. I was not caught and I mage a 
good deal of money from the haul. When 
the money was all gone I decided to try 
my hand again, and I broke into a house 
on Orme street. A few days later I entered 
another house on the same street. I did 
such slick jobs that I didn’t think I would 
ever be caught, and so I broke into two or 
three more houses. I wouldn’t have been 
caught this time if I hadn’t made too much 
noise when I went into Mr. Berry’s house. 
I have told the officers that I was guilty 
and they will have to send me up again.” 

Half a Life in Sentence. 


The boy was tried before a justice of 
the peace Tuesday afternoon and bound 
over on a charge of burglary. He will be 
tried on several more such charges, and by 
the time he has been tried and sentenced 
on all of them he will have some twenty 
years to serve in the penitentiary. 

Going into the penitentiary a mere boy, 
he will come out a middle-aged man. 

To look at him he does not appear to be 
a bad youth, but he is very sly, has an 
oily tongue and knows exactly how to steal 
goods and where to dispose of them. 

The arresting officers believe he was in- 
plicated in nearly all of the recent bur- 
glaries which occurred on Whitehall and 
Peachtree streets.

SOME INSTANCES OF WHAT CAN BE DONE 


Farm Which Paid for Itself in One 
Year—Two Immense Peach Or- 
chards Under Way. 


Americus, Ga., May 11.—(Staff Corres- 
pondence.)—As the headquarters of the new 
trunkline from Savannah to Montgomery, 
the Georgia and Alabama, under which 
mame the S. A. M. has been reorganized, 
Americus now occupies a commanding po- 
sition in contrast with the day when Pres!- 
dent Wadley had marked her name off the 
map. 

It was fortunate for the security holders 
of the road that they secured the services 
of two such capable heads as General Man- 
ager Cecil Gabbett and General Passenger. 
and Freight Agent A. Pope, both of whom 
are Thoroughly acquainted with the intri- 
cacies of railroad policy in Georgia—an ac- 
quirement not always possessed by railroad 
men. 

Coincident with the later events which 
conspired to make of this trunkline a cer- 
tainty, grew the movement in the frigid 
states for some more favorable land, where 
‘men might live without eternally battling 
against the snow. But even ahead of this 
outside desire to investigate, Americus had 
conspired in a movement of town building 
in the very heart of the wiregrass, and Cor- 
dele was the result. That was the work of 
Georgians, disproving the fallacy that we 
have to import either thrift or enterprise, 
while Fitzgerald came several years later, 
@s an evidence that the desire in the north- 
west for summer climes was a substantial’ 
reality. 

Thus we have had opened to our view, 
within the state of Georgia, south of the 
thirty-first parallel of latitude an empire 


claimed to be the preferential part of the 
south. It embraces 130 miles east and west, 
and with not a bad mile incapable of 
successful cultivation. They become 
more roiling and the soil becomes largely 
interspersed with small pebbles, indicating 
the favored home of the peach, and it is 
& pre-eminently successful farming coun- 
try, as fully adapted to the growth of 
long cotton as to short; and possessing 
every advantage and none of the disad- 
vantages of many sections, it has expe- 
rienced the greatest agricultural develop- 
ment of any section of the south, and is 
yet but In its beginning. 

This development, due principally to the 
building of transportation lines, has other 
causes worthy of note. At the close of 
the war the conditions were not favorable 
to the small white farmer or those of small 
means. The liberation of thousands of 
slaves and the tendency on the part of the 
large landholders to keep intact their pos- 
sessions exercised a depressing effect. The 
large movement to this section was first 
that of naval stores producers and lum- 
bermen, many of whom experimented suffi- 
ciently with agriculture to induce them 
to establish their homes, and others joined 
them, increasing the population, and open- 
ing up enterprises. With the advent of 
railroads a ‘transforriation took place. 
Hundreds of small farmers from the other 
sections of Georgia, North and South Caro- 
lina, flocked to this section and began 
to hew their fortunes from the forests. 
Farms were cleared, turpentine farms 
opened and saw mills erected. In the 
natural order of things the naval stores 
operator came first, boxing the trees for 
a period of from three to five years, draw- 
ing all the rosinous gum from them, and 
from the gum distilling the spirits of tur- 
pentine and rosin of commerce. After the 
trees had been ‘‘bled’’ of their gum, the 


sion of the forest into all merchantable 
shapes began. After the forests had thus 
been denuded of their commercial value, 
there remained small and objectionable 
trees enough to supply the demand for 
local building, fencing and fuel. The pro- 
cess of converting this timber into lum- 
ber has been going on for eight years, and 
while millions of acres remain to be cut, 
thousands of acres have been cleared, and 
each month adds to the list. The varied 
ownership of these lands will for a long 
time prevent the purchase of them for 
speculative purposes, and this fact is and 
will be one of the most potent factors in 
the rapid development of this section.

NEW BUILDINGS FOR VALDOSTA. 


New Church, Store and Several Resi- 
dences in Course of Erection. 

Valdosta, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)—Dirt 
was broken yesterday for two _ splendid 
structures, One of them is for the whole- 
sale grocery business of the A. S. Pendleton 
Company, and the other ts a res.dence bulld- 
ing for Hon. W. S. West. 

The store building is to be located on the 
line of the Plant system, just in the rear of 
the city hall. It is to be four stories high, 
built of brick and handsomely designed. 
The building will cover an area of fifty by 
one hundred feet, and will fill in a vacant 
place on the city hall square. It will add a 
great deal to the metropolitan appearance 
of the business portion of the town, as seen 
from the car windows on the Plant system. 

The residence of Colonel West is to be 
built on a beautiful lot on Patterson street 
—one of the prettiest locations in the city— 
and the residence, when finished, will rep- 
resent an expenditure of about $17,000. It is 
to be two and a half stories high, will con- 
tain fourteen rooms and will be elegantly 
furnished. It will be a splendid indication 
of the kind of buildings to be erected here 
in future, as well as those that have been 
erected in the past few years. 

The new Baptist church, which is being 
erected at a cost of $18,000, is looming up- 
ward very rapidly, and the work is to be 
pushed forward as fast as possible. The 
building is to be of stone and. pressed 
brick, with great granite pillars at the en- 
trance. 

Colonel W. H. Griffin will bulld a hand- 
some two-story building on Hill avenue 
during the summer.

“The Preacher of Today,’’ “The Modern 
Missionary Movement’ and. “Music fh 
Christian Worship.’’ 

The’ graduating class has some gifted 
men of oratorical powers, and the exer- 
cises promise to be of unusual interest. 
The Peachtree and South Pryor cars 
run directly to the campus. 

Yesterday was alumni day, and the oc- 
casion was of special interest to the hun- 
dred graduates who have gone from the 
institution es ministers and who now 
hold important places in all the southern 
estates. The alumni exercises were presid- 
ed over by Rev. J. P. Wragg, presiding 
elder of the Griffin district, Atlanta con- 
ference. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. H. N. Brown, 
now a presiding elder in Alabama. The ad- 
dress was by Rev. Silas A. Peeler, of Ma- 
con. His theme was “A Successful Man.” 
The address was given without notes, and 
the delivery was forcible and impressive. 
It was a strong appeal for elevated, noble, 
pure manhood, as the basis of all genuine 
success. . 

In part Dr. Peeler said. 

“The fact that you are an alumnus of 
Gammon Theological seminary or any 
other institution of learning for that mat- 
ter, indicates that fou have gone a great 
way in the direction to achieve success. 
The man that succeeeds is educated, Edu- 
cation is the means by which man’s prog- 
ress is made; it is the instrument of his 
development. Whatever iis -accomplisheda 
in science, art, cOMmerce and religion is 
dependent upon it. Without it religion be- 
comes superstition and misleads men. The 
importance of an education cannot be over- 
estimated. It makes life larger, better: and 
in every way more prosperous.

When the lesson of.thinking properly for 
one’s self is thoroughly taught and well 
mastered, the work. ef »thkhe professor has 
been accomplished, and the student has 
furnished him a key that williunlock to 
him the world’s treasures. The first rule 
of success is think. The second is like unto 
it, think, and if there be any other rule, it 
is comprehended in this saying—think! 

“Great as is the mind, magnificent as 
are tts powers, it must be under divine 
guidance if best things are achieved in 
life. The successful man thinks and works 
in line with God. 

“The successful man gets knowledge, and 
by putting it to right use he advances. He 
is progressive. One cannot go on unless 
he starts right, and he must go or be rele- 
gated with exploded issues. Some one has 
said: ‘A man’s actual weight in the un- 
erring judgment of a world wanting work 
done is the exact sum or amount at com- 
pound interest of all his opportunities faith- 
fully improved.’ 

“The man that ‘succeeds is intensely prac- 
tical. (“He not only has his brain filled with 
lofty thoughts and his heart furnished 
with pure motive, but has the ability to 
unfold his powers in the performance ot 
duties that come to him.”

She says that she does not believé equal 
suffrage to be a penacea for all the ills 
of women, and she is extremely lenient on 
the men. She says that the men of this 
generation are not responsible for the con- 
ditions which ex’sfia when they were born 
into the world ans that she does not regard 
them as tyrants simply because some of | 
them have not changed the laws. 

Miss Burnett left last night for Tulla- 
homa, Tenn,, where she will give her next 
lecture. 

In dealing with her subiect Miss Bur- 
nett read a few verses from the Bible de- 
picting the perfect women. She said: 

“We do not know whether this woman 
really existed in the days of Sotomon or 
whether he was merely prophesying about 
the woman that was to come. This perfect 
woman w2s a business woman. She own- 
ed extensive industries and toiled with her 
hands. She divided the fruits of her labors 
with her husband and lived happily with 
him. She was respected and loved by all 
who knew her, including her husband, but 
what I want you to remember is that she 
earned her own living. She was not de- 
pendent on some one else for what she ate 
and wore. 

“This woman certainly does not exist to- 
day. I am now, of course, speaking. of 
women as a class. There are some who 
earn their own living, but most of them 
are dependent on their husbands and fami- 
lies. In some places women are actually 
not considered in the laws at all. For in- 
stance, in Mississippi women are accorded 
no rights anu .ave nothing of their own. 

“It is all the property of the husband. 
A woman may buy a sewing machine with 
which to support her family, and any bar- 
keeper is allowed to come into the house 
and seize that machine for the whisky debt 
of the husband. Even the clothes of the 
women are not their own and may be levied 
on to liquidate a debt of the husband’s. A 
woman is not allowed to hav} Ser own 
ehild. In case she sues for divorce, she 
must pleod for alimony and the child. “She 
may obtain the child or it may be given 
In many states women 
are not allowed to own property—this is 
the law in Massachusetts. 

“When the Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union was looking for a place to es- 
tablish headquarters, it was found that 
not a state in the unfon allowed women to 
held property. This is one law thai has 
passed away in almost all the states. 

“Now all that a woman's rights club can 
expect to do jis to have these laws which 
operate against woman done away with. 
This should be the main object of the 
club. After all these objectionable laws 
have been repealed and after woman is 
regarded in the same light as man, then 
suffrage will follow as an easy and natural 
result. 

“And I hope that none of you ever spend 
your time in abusing the men, calling them 
tyrants, usurpers and other harsh names, 
as some of our sex do. There is no occas- 
jon for this and it only leads to the belief 
that We are all cranks. As a matter of 
fact, so far from being tyrants and usurp- 
ers, the men are just the opposite. These 
laws which we now find objectionable were 
passed years ago and the men today are 
simply slow in repealing them. I firmly 
believe that the men refuse to pass the 
laws because they are afraid that we will 
become as they say they are. Time will 
prove, and has proved in many instances 
that this is untrue. 

“Why, do you know that the first diploma 
given to any woman in the world was pre- 
sented in 1824. The first medical coliege- 
which was opened to .women was founded 
in 1840 and women began to study law only

The Greatest Parade Ever Given in 
Georgia—Forty Horses Driven 
by One Man.

The unusual spectacle of forty horses 

driven through the streets in a single team 
will be one of the incidents of eircus day 
next Monday, when the Barnum & Bailey 
Greatest Show on Earth will give two ex- 
hibitions on the old ball grounds at Jack- 
son and Old Wheat streets, just off of Edge- 
wood avenue. The forty-horse team is the 
wonder in the free street parade with 
which every circus morning is ushered in. 
The man who handles the twenty guiding 
reins over this big team—the horses are 
driven four abreast—has been with the cir- 
cus for many years, and there is not a 
crack whip in any coaching club in. the 
country who can tool a team with him. 
Forty-in-hand is a pretty good ioad for 
the strongest pair of arms. 
With this big team to think of, the work 
of laying out parade routes for the big 
show has grown into a difficult task, for 
routes that are practicable for a ten-horse 
team are impossible for forty.. Fortunately, 
few insuperable difficulties are presented 
by the streets of Atlanta, and the route 
the parade will take next Monday differs 
very little from. that of former years.
